face can you wrelſt the Scripture thus, in ſaying, that the Peo- 
ples chufing of Feroboam, is more than once called a fin, when 
both theſe Texts which you _ relates to the aforegoing 
Verſes, wherein *tis ſaid, That King Rehoboam ſent Adoram, 
that was over the Tribute, and all Iſracl ſtoned him with ſtones, 
that he died ;, which was Rebellion , becauſe ir was reſiſting 
the Lawful Authority : Beſides, Jeroboam is not mentioned 
as King till after this Att was committed. 

2. The true and real qo of rhe Soveraign is never in- 

c 


conſiſtent with the Publick Advantage. 

The true and real Greatneſs of the Soveraign, both from 
God and Man, is not to annihilate or deſtroy Government, but 
to preſerve it, with Juſtice and Peace, All Acts contrary 
to the Laws of the Land are far from being a true and real 
Greatneſs; and therefore are-inconſiſtent with the Publick 
a” , vich Evd hath : 

, e things w d joyned, let no man put a- 
cunder : The ——_ be well, if rhe Members be muchout 
of ozder ; neither can the Members rightly perfozm their office, 
if the Head be fick and weak. The good of the Society is indeed 
the End of qpovernment ; but 'tis Nonſence to talk of the good 

a Society, without including the Governour as well as the 
Governed. 

The People are no ways commanded by God to put them- 
ſelves into this or that Form of Government, but *cis wholly 
left to their choice : And alt Government whatſoever, tho 
after thz mutual ties of Reciprocal Oaths, are not joyned by 
God, tho permitted by him: But how do you wrelt the Scri- 
pture which particularly relates to Man and Wife (and apply 
itto Govergment), as may bz ſeen, Marth. 19..6. But yerſe 
9. allows.a- man £0 turn away bis Wife for Fornication, tho 
joyned by God. : But ſuppoſe the King and People are joyned 
together by God, is it not -much- more reaſonable to turn a- 
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way that King who ſhall endeavour to deſtroy the People, 
overthrow their Laws, Rights aid Priviledges, and maks 
them Slaves to his Arbitrary Will andPleaſure, than for t9 
turn away one's Wife for Fornication ? I ſay, if a Womz 
forfeits her right to her Husband, by breaking of her Mar. 
riage-Vow, in committing of Fornication, ſurely *tis much 
more reaſonable, that a King who breaks his Oath, and &- 
deavours to overthrow the Government, and eſtabliſh aq 
Idolatrous Religion (and by conſequence rodbing God and 
the Nation of their Rights), ſhould forfeit his Right to th; 
People. The Safety of the Body (that is the People) is ty 
bz valued beforethe Head, (which is the Chief Governoyr) 
becauſe It is an eaſie matter to get a Head to the Body, but got

Actions contrary to the Laws of the Land. All Adts of Kings 
or Magiſtrates, contrary to the Law of God or Man, are no 
Legal Afts, but Uſurpations, therefore they are the Adts of 
private perſons, and we are fo. ways in Scripture'conmanded 
to obey ſuch AQts ; therefore we may right ourſelves from 
all ſuch Unreaſonable and Tyrangical Uſurpations.

The 
Laws of Countries are ſupp5ſed to be made agreeable to the

the Ruine and Slavery of Arbitrary and Uareaſonabl 
Men, and Eſtabliſhing them upon a ſure and laſting For 
dation. 1 ask, whether it can be fonnd, that one Chri- 
ſtian in Ten or Twenty God hath given ſo much Cay 
rage and Strength (as he did to the Primitive Chriſtians), 
to withſtand the cruel perſecutions of their Enemies, for 
the ſake of Religion? Witneſs France and Hungay: 
And many more Inſtances might be given , by which it 
appears, that God hath not only left us to Human: 
Means , for the preſervation of our Religion , when E 
ſtabliſhed by Law , but that he expects it, it being for 
the preſervation of our own and our Childrens Temps- 
ral and Eternal Happineſs. As it is not lawful to per- 
ſecute contrary to the Laws of the Land, it follows, 
that it 3s lawful to withſtand ſuch Perſecution : And is 
it not better to dye with the Sword in the Hand, in 
defence of th: Goſpel and its True Religion , againſt 
a Falle one, which is endeavoured to be be- ſet up cot 
trary to the Law of God and the Countrey , than to 
be forced by Cruel Tortures and Perſecutions to wor- 
ſhip God in an Idolatrous way ? But ſome may ©b- 
ject , It can be no Real Idolatry without the Heart 
J>yns with the Ceremony of the Body; yet. an outward

This were to make the King 
a Tyrant by Law, or at leaſt allowing him to be ſuch. 
No Oath, is or can be binding beyond the Defign of the 
Giver: It is plain theſe Oaths were' not deſigned for 


our Ruine; and therefore cannot be taken or kept in 
that ſence: All Oaths to a Governour, or Govern- 
ment, are defigned, for the Good, Safety and Wellfare 
of the Governed as: well as the. Governour. So no 
Oath can bind vs to our own Deſtruftion ; though Law- 
ful Authority ſhould command ſuch'an Oath, ic were a 
Sin to take jt, but much greater to keep' it, becauſe 
ſuch, Subjeftion is iohumane, , aud contrary to the very 
Deſign of Governmevnt. both from! Gbd- and Man; and 
the leſſer Eyil ought, to: be choſen, before the greater : 
Rebellion is refiſting the Lawful Power of: the Govern- 
ment; but it is no more R<bellion to reſiſt the. Uolaw- 
ful and Exorbitant Power of' the Prince than War Tyler

We have not depoſed the King ; neither was there any 
other deſign than to recover our Rights and Priviledges, 
and ſecure them for the time to come to our Poſterity, which 
every man is bound to endeavour (it being for the Common 
Good of the Nation) againſt the deſtructive deſigns of the 
Prince. But by what Reaſon (ſay ſome) ſhould King James 
loſe the Right he was bora to, and by the Law ought to 
have ? To which | anſwer, If King Fames had kept to Law, 
he had never loſt his Rights, for in ſo doing the Subjects 
were bound to aſliſt and defend thoſe Rights ; but if King 
Fames invading the Rights of his Subj:Cts, and endeavouric.s, 
to ſupport that Power by Force, if by Force hes loſe his 
Rights, he may thank himſelf for iavading the Rights of 
others. Does not a man, though free-barn , forfcic bis life 
by firing of a Houſe, Robbing, Cc. which are but particular 
Calamities, and ſha]l not a Prince, who is guilty of a Gene- 
ral Calamity by deſtroying the Laws, and endcavouring' to 
Inflave the Nation, loſe the Right of Governing that Na- 
tion, which is infigicely more reaſonable, than that the other 

. ſhould 
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ſhould ſuffer death ? The Law allows'a' particular man, ( 
juſt Caules, to diſinherir his eldeſt Son, and ſettle his 
upon others of his Poſterity , for the preſerving of his fz 
mily , What Reaſon can be given (in an extreme Neceſſ 
why ſuch'an Advantage ſhould be denicd for the preſervatic 
of the Nation ? But to proceed : The Conſtitution of oyr 
Laws is the happieſt in the World, it having Iaſtituted the 
| Legiſlative Power in three Heads or Parts of Governmeq 

that is, the King, Lords, and Commons , and that neither 
one or two of theſe parts can make or annul a Law, is mof 
certain; and if either one or two of theſe parts ſhould 
aſſume that Authority, that part of the Government & 
Corſticution is diſſolved and broken off. If I prove King 
Fames did take upon him this Authority, it will appear he 
thereby became no Governour or part of the Government, 
Which: premiſed , 1 proceed : What'could* the complex 
Legiſl nive+ Authority done more; - than: in making'a Law th 
annul any Law or Laws of the Land ? Did not the King tak 
upon him'this whole Authority , that is, to make a Lay to 
diſpenfe with the Laws of the Land ? And was not its effet 
accordingly-by putting Papiſts into places of Truſt , andy 
ſetting up Popiſh Schools and Chappels, Monaſteries, Frieries, 
&c ? What 'was'this bot making himſelf the whole Fountaia 
of the Government, when he was bur a third patt of it; in 
doing of which Act , he hath diſſolved that part of the Go- 
yerament which related to himſelf, by laying aſide his 
Kingly Authority (which is to govern according to the Lans 
of the Land) and nn roge, bf: his Abſolute Will and Plet 
ſure, whereby he ceaſed'to be King ; upon which the Oath 
of Allegiance 1s void as truly and'really, as if he was au 
ally dead, or had ſigned a Reſignation of his Crown, becauſe 
it was-taken to him as King ruling according to' the Laws of 
the Land, nor according to his Will and Pleaſure. But ſup- 
poſe no Forfeiture could be made for his male Adminiſtrs- 


tion. If King James has Power to abſolve his Subjects fro 
their Oath of Allegiance, by reſigning up his Crown (which 
is allowed on by all men) then the Stipulation , which hath 


beca 
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en taken, does naturally fall by his deferting the Throne; 
id leaying no Commiſſioner or Commiſſioners to officiate in 
is ſtead; and throwing away the Seals of England, was no- 
ing leſs than 2 publick Reſignation of his Throne to the 
ation. But what can be ſaid for Scorland (fay ſome) he 
aving a Commiſſioner there ? To which 1 anſwer, That he 
ever was a lawful King there (if what they fay is true) 
hat he never took their Coronation-Oath, as well as for his 
Ruling by , and declaring of an Abſolute Authority, and 
hat the People ought to obey him without” reſerve : But 
hough they obey*'d him for the ſake of Peace, yet it was 
ighly reaſonable, as well as neceſſary , to throw off this Ar- 
itrary and Unlawful Governour, If no Forfeiture could 
he made, as ſome would inſinuate to the World, what Anar- 
by and Confuſion by conſequence muſt this Government 
have run into ? For if we could only oblige him to promiſe 
yr ſwear to govern according to Law, and not to Commit 
he like Enormities for the future , what would this ſgnifie 
0a Prince, whom-no Oath can bind ; and by the ſame Rule 
he bas broken one Oath, he can break a thouſand ? But ſup- 
noſe he had ſworn this, and immediately after ſhould have 
ommitted all manner of Ontrages and Crueltics, what muſt 
je have done in that caſe? Why, we muſt have made him 
ſoear again and again as oft as he ſhou*d' break his Oath. 
But if he had refuſed to take ſuch an Oath, or declared he 
teither could , nor would keep it, which is much the ſame 
thing as if he had taken it; then after having given our 
ſelves all this unneceflary trouble, we muſt e*ne have ſer down 
and cryed , Lord, have mercy upon us, and expeCt our delive- 
rance by Miracle, though Miracles are ceas'd. I ſay, what 
Deſtruction and Confuſjon muſt we by conſequence hereof 
have run into, even to the utter Extirpation'of. all our Civil 
Rights, and-what-is moſt dear to us, our Religion, and de- 
ſtroying of many thouſand Souls, which he could not have 
ſtuck at for the promocing his Religion, by which he is obli- 
ged (under the pain of Damnation) to root out all Hereſie and 
Hereticks (for ſo they cal! th: Proteſtants) If he could not 
have 
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have perverted ns by Engliſh and Iriſh, or French Soulden, 
he muſt have conſented to the cutting our Throats (or 
damn himſelf by the negle&t thereof ) co prevent the ſpreal 
ing of Htreſie, by which A&t he wou'd -have merited Fe 
ven in the higheſt degree, according to the Doctrine of ther 
Cliurch.
